The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The art of record, 
considered alone or in combination, neither anticipates nor renders obvious a strapping machine 
comprising: a torsion element having at least two tabs extending therefrom, wherein the torsion 
element is rotated to bring the tabs into contact with an inner wall of a strap chute to move the 
inner wall away from a transverse wall of the strap chute, in combination with the rest of the 
claimed limitations. 

US Patent number 6,655,1 17 to Hoshino teaches a strapping machine having at least one 
torsion element (49) (Examiner interprets a solenoid (49) as a torsion element because the 
solenoid has a torsion spring) for urging the inner wall (7) away from a transverse wall (21 1) of a 
chute (9). But Hoshino fails to teach two tabs extending from the torsion element and the rotation 
of the torsion element. 

None of the references cited, by themselves or in combination, teach the claimed 
invention set forth in claim 1 .
